We are very happy to report that 1979 was a most outstanding 
year for the suggestion system. It is most reassuring to see our 
employees concerned with safety, maintenance and operational prob- 
lems. We would like to encourage you to continued to look for areas 
of improvement in any of our operations and to do so by discussing 
them with your general manager and/or submitting them to us 
through the suggestion program. 

Barbara Ritchey, of the suggestions department, states that last 
year 8,689 suggestions were received by her department which is a 
23% increase over 1978's figures. The number of awards increased 
24% from last year. The average amount of an award for 1979 was 
27% higher than 1978. : 

What kind of ideas can win awards? Any original suggestion of 


benefit to the K mart Corporation is eligible for consideration. No 


awards can be given for an idea which duplicates suggestions already 
received or which point out the need for an improvement but does 
not suggest a method of making that improvement. Other ideas not 
eligible are those concerning routine maintenance or methods and 
procedures, which are already used in a comparatively large number 
of stores or offices. 

There are various categories of awards given to those with sound 
ideas. Regular awards are paid in proportion to the value of each 
accepted suggestion, the scale being $25 to $1,000 or more. Top 
notcher certificates and a check for $50. are given for each five 
awards earned. All cash awards to K mart employees are subject to 
deductions for income tax and social security tax as required by law.

Thief escapes, 
dumps merchandise 


Plymouth, MI — “The © atchful 
eye of Howard An: andt, 
security manager, saie.y and ac- 
cident director of 4481, saved 
K mart $2,998.53 in jewelry,” 
says Reporter Anne Sullivan. 
“This is the largest bust we’ve 
had in one night for the whole 
year,” says Angerbrandt. 


“Two stores were hit in one 
night by the same man,” continues 
Anne. Stolen from 3231, and re- 
covered by Angerbrandt, were 22 
pieces of jewelry. All of the jewelry 
was 14 Karat Gold. 


“Howard received a phone call 
from 3231 alerting him of the 
theft. He proceeded to warn the 
jewelry department to be watch- 
ful. The theft at 3231 occurred 
between 5 and 6 p.m. There were 
no eye witnesses. 


“At the time of the attempted 
robbery at 4481, Howard was 
standing in the midway, near the 
Western hats. I observed a man 
at the jewelry counter reach 
down, unlock the case, remove a 


-handful of 14 Karat Gold 
~ necklaces and put them in his 


left pocket,’ says Angerbrandt. 
‘The suspect then started for the 
front door.’ 


“Also watching the suspect 
were two. stockmen, Larr 


says Anne. 


“Howard sent one stockman to 
the front door, ‘and the second 
followed the suspect. According 
to Angerbrandt, ‘The suspect 
spotted security and cut through 
the candy department to the Eas- 
ter basket display, dumping the 


necklaces in a box. He then 


dumped a Kool cigarette pack 
full of more necklaces near the 
incense burners, which he had 
taken from 3231. 


“Security, the stockmen and 
Door Greeter Bob Goods, followed 
the suspect to the parking lot. 
‘Since the subject had dumped 
the merchandise, we didn’t ap- 
prehend him, but phoned the 
police, says Angerbrandt. 


“After the suspect escaped, 
security, stockmen and jewelry 
personnel searched for the mer- 
chandise. Larry found 4481’s 
merchandise in a box in the Eas- 
ter basket aisle. And Anger- 
brandt discovered 3231’s -mer- 
chandise near the incense bur- 
ners. 

“Assistant Manager Sabbagh 
said he telephoned the Michigan 
State Police, but they were 
backed up with calls and it 
would have been impossible for 
them to send a car,” says Anne. 
A customer at the service desk 
heard two employees talking 
about the theft and went outside 
to flag down a Wayne County 
Sheriff patrol car according to 
Sabbagh.

“The cigarette pack and plastic 
bag were given to the sheriff de- 
partment to dust for finger 
prints. 

“Wayne County later provided 

two cars to 4481 in order to ap- 
prehend the suspect. The supsect 
was seen running from the store 
toward the bank across the 
street. Two sheriff patrol cars 
were in the parking lots of both 
K marts and another was at the 
bank. The suspect never re- 
turned. 
__ “Angerbrandt was pleased with 
the response from Wayne County 
Sheriff patrol, who at the very 
same time were working on an 
armed robbery in the neighbor- 
hood. 

“Angerbrandt believes the sus- 


pect intended to pull the tags off 


the merchandise once he had the 
items, take the jewelry in a wad 
and have it melted down. ‘He 
couldn’t get refunds on it,’ says 
Angerbrandt. He had to be 
headed for the coin shops.’ 


“Steps were taken to alert — 


other K mart stores in the area,” 
says Anne.
